Like Lincoln ho favors "a (Tovornmont of 
the peoplt'," lielicviii^' likt; LincDln, tin- peo- 
ple must lie govt'i iii'cl ill all caiHca, always, 
however, hy ai^tMit^* of tlieir (twn selection; "a 
government for the jieopii','" liclicvini^ \\\u'

It was an Sept 22. 1862, that 
President Lincoln Issued a proc- 
lamation giving formal notice 
that unless the southi rn states 
returned to their allegiance to 
the Union within a hundred days 
he would declare the slave* with- 
in their bordera trao, and it wa* 
on the let of January, 1863, fol- 
lowing, that a definite proclama- 
tion of emancipation wa* l*aued.

Woodrow Wilson says In his

ple," written forty yeara afttr 
ward: 

"The proclamation when It 
came was no law, but only his
